Enters and is Later Caught by

John Vest, 23 years old, who says 
his home is near Newcastle, Henry 
county, Kentucky, is 
held 
in jail 
here as 
a result 
of entering 
the 
home of Fred Dagler, near 
Gings. 
A est declares he was driven to enter 
the house through 
hunger and had 
no intentions of robbery. 
He was found 
in the 
kitchen of 
the Dagler 
home 
hv Mrs 
Dagler 
this 
morning 
helping 
himself 
to 
something 
to eat. 
She called 
her 
husband 
and together 
with 
Mrs, 
Dagler’s father, Kolia 
Zo rne, 
the 
man was captured and held until the 
arrival of Sheriff 
Cavitt. 
To 
be 
sure he did not get away Mr. Zorne 
stood 
guard over him with a shot 
gun. 


At a late hour -this afternoon nr 
charge had been filed against 
him 
and it was probable that Vest would 
he given 
his 
freedom. 
Prosecutor 
Stevens was satisfied that the 
man 
told the truth when 
he said he en­ 
tered the house to get something 
to 
eat. 


To Prosecutor Stevens and a rep 
resentative of the Daily Republican 
Vest told his story 
this 
afternoon. 
Vest, who is six feet, three inches 
tall and not very becoming /because 
of a week’s growth of beard, stated 
he had no>t eaten 
since 
day before 
yesterday and when he went to 
the 
rear door of the Dagler home to a s k 
for something to eat 
no one 
re­ 
sponded to his knocks, so he decided 
to go in and see what he could find. 
Vest declares he, was interrupted in 
his efforts by Mrs. Dagler. 


He told 
a straightforward 
story 
and from all indications was telling 
the truth. 
Vest 
declared 
he 
had 
never before entered 
a house 
and 
would not have done so this morn­ 
ing but he was about 
starved and 
wanted something to eat. 
Vest de­ 
cleared he was enroute back home. 
He said he had 
been in this section 
of the state working 
and 
had at 
one time been in Indianapolis. 
Vest apparently was not worry­ 
ing over his case as he answered all 
questions and joked about his pre­ 
dicament. 
Prosecutor Stevens sta­ 
ted that any 
action 
depended 
on 
what Mr. Dagler desired. 
If 
they 
want charges tiled Vest will he a r­ 
rested and if not he will be turned 
loose.

of the 
auto stated he was blinded by 
the 
light of another machine and failed 
%o give the rig enough of the road. 


Nothing more is expected to come 
of

In the past the Guy company ha 
paid only $5 for the entire week and 
even the large circuses have 
only 
been paying 
this sum.

ties in the state and 
that in 
only 
two—Rush and 
Jay—had lie 
been 
required to pay the fee. 
It is un 
derstood that the other members of 
the ‘air board were opposed to forc­ 
ing Guy to pay 
the 
money as the 
show in no way hurt the fair.

W. S. Oneal, treasurer of the fair 
hoard, said that the ticket sale wa- 
up to the standard of last year. The 
. & C. hauled 
fewer 
people, 
but 
this is accounted for the fact 
that 
o many more persons are 1 iding in 
automobiles every year. 
The drive, 
on the east side of the grounds wa> 
rowded Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday 
with 
automobiles 
and 
or. 
Thursday half of the parking spaci 
in-ide the track was filled with auto­ 
mobiles besides. 
Th# racing was 
especially 
gooc 
this year, most of the events 
going 
into extra heats for a decision. Few 
county fairs the size of Rush coun­ 
ty’s offered the inducements in 
tin 
way of purses 
that 
Rush county 
offered this 
year. 
The 
combined 
purses 
were 
$3,225, 
which 
was- 
greater than any other year. The ad­ 
dition of $65 to each of the purse? 
for the road 
races 
by 
the 
mer­ 
chants of Rushville attracted many 
good roadsters and made those 
tw< 
races among the 
best on the card 
All the drivers were out to end. 
Much bad feeling has been engen 
dered and many harsh things 
have 
been said because the Fayette coun 
ty fair date was set the same weel 
as Rush county’s. 
For years Rusl 
county lias had the last full week ii 
August and Fayette county has ha<. 
the next week, always filling in 
th< 
gap between the 
Rush 
county fai; 
and the state fair and falling at th< 
same time us the Shelby county fair 
There is no question but that hot! 
fairs were injured by the conflict o 
dates but 
the 
Rush 
county 
fai 
board does not feel that it is in an} 
way to blame because it selected tin 
same date as lias always been use< 
here. 


Most 
Rush 
county 
people wh< 
have any sense of home pride havi 
felt keen resentment at the attitude 
of their Fayette 
county neighbor 
because they have always patron 
ized the Fayette fair most liberally 
It has been the custom for many ex 
tra ear- to be run on the L & C. t< 
accomodate the crowd 
which wen 
from here. 
This 
year, 
while 
n< 
figures were divulged, it is author 
itatively stated that there were 
no 
near so many 
persons 
hauled 
t< 
Connersville from here as .usually i; 
the case. 


In addition, it is stated that not S( 
many persons patronized the I. & C 
while riding to the Rush county fai: 
this year, which indicates that hotl 
fairs were damaged by the conflie 
in dates. 
The Connersville Exam 
iner attempts to state, evidently be 
lieving it to be the truth, that onh 
603 tiekes were sold by the I. & C 
to the Rush county fair grounds oi 
Thursday whereas, on the same day 
764 tickets were sojd from Rushville 
to Connersville.

Best estimates indicate that there 
will he at least five hundred baskets

A new suggestion for the banquet 
was made today and adopted. Since 
t is to be a get-together banquet be­ 
tween the people of Rushville and 
the people of Rush county, the idea 
was presented that a question 
box 
>e placed on the speakers stand at 
the corner of 
Main and 
Second 
treets and that any person, whether 
they be Rushville or 
Rush county 
residents, put any questions they de­ 
sired to have answered in the box. 
In working out this plan, it was 
decided that the question box would 
i>e opened following the banquet and 
such 
questions as are 
possible to 
answer would be replied to from the 
peakers’ stand. 
Questions which 
leal with problems 
which need in­ 
vestigation or which require a long 
explanation will be withheld and re­ 
plies made 
through the 
Rushville 
newspapers. 
There will be a general meeting at 
4ie city council chamber next Mon­ 
day evening at eight o’clock to hear 
reports on the work of the commit­ 
tees and to see if all preparations 
have been made. 
At this time, or 
possibly sooner, some arrangements 
nay be made for other entertainment 
iside from the band concert and pro­ 
gram of speeches. 


There 
is 
some misunderstanding 
surrounding the plans for the ban­ 
quet. 
It is possible that many peo­ 
ple were misled by the words “pitch- 
n.” 
In the strictest sense of the 
word it will not be a pitch-in ban- 
juet, but in reality an old-fashioned 
basket dinner. 
Each family wrill eat 
rom its own basket instead of the 
'"ood all being spread out together, 
vhich was the impression many peo­ 
ple had.

Further 
cause 
for 
misunder­ 
standing was the announcement that 
?ach person wdio eats must have a 
icket. 
The tickets will be distribut­ 
'd and each person eating will he 
isked to write his or her name and 
lie township on it so that the win­ 
ner of the big five b f eight foot flag 
nay be determined. The flag* goes to 
Lhe township 
outside of 
Rushville 
vhich 
has the largest 
delegation. 
The tickets will be given out, too, so 
hat only persons who bring baskets 
nay enjoy the banquet. It would be 
nanifestly unfair for everyone to be 
illowed to eat, regardless of whether 
hey or any member of their family 
irought a basket. 
Persons who come for the ban­ 
quet 
before time may 
leave their 
baskets at the sheriff’s office in the 
:ourt house where 
there will be a 
committee to check them. 
This also 
*aused the impressicfh among many 
!ected 
and then 
spread along the 
>eople that the food would all be col- 
tables. 
Another thing that is being em­ 
phasized is the fact that the business 
men have made arrangements to seat 
all of the 
guests. 
It was at 
first 
thought enough seats could not be 
provided, but that has been arranged 
satisfactorily. 
The tables will be 
run four ways from the corner of 
Main and Second streets.

Washington, I). C., 
August 26.— 
A sudden crisis came 
today in the 
negotiation- to prevent the threat­ 
ened railroad 
strike. 
A break be­ 
tween 
the 
railroad 
brotherhoods, 
representing 400.060 
men 
and the 
railroad presidents, 
representing 12 
billions of capital, 
seemed certain. 
Tue presidents 
have 
ignored 
tho 
peace proposel of President Wilson 
and have 
decided to 
substitute a 
proposition which 
even 
the 
most, 
optimistic feel the brotherhoods will 
turn down. 


The proposition was to lie ratified 
by the executives when they.met at 
10 o’clock 
this 
morning. 
It was 
then to be taken 
to the 
presiednt 
who was to meet with the brother­ 
hood leaders at n >.*n. 
The proposal is the only one that 
will ct me from the roads, accord­ 
ing to one of the leading executives 
today and he 
added: 
“It is better 
than the brotherhood 
lenders’ 
de­ 
serve. 
If tlu*' 
don’t 
like 
it they 
know what they can do.”

Jn addition to all this, 
Canada has contributed a generous 
sum to the expense of the European 
war and in the upkeep of her fight- 
ing machine now battling • for Eng- 
land. Had it not been for the war 
that would have prevented her from 
exporting a still greater volume of 
her products .to the United .States, 
with the kind

of the
